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Cardiac Doppler Flows During Fetal Arrhythmias: Physiologic 
Consequences 


Two-dimensional Doppler echocardiography in fetuses with arrhythmias provided 


evidence of post-extrasystolic potentiation and the Frank-Starling mechanism in 
utero. 


Fetal Blood Flow Velocity Waveforms As Predictors of Growth 
Retardation 


The analysis of fetal blood flow velocity waveforms predicted growth retardation in 
high-risk pregnancies. 


Characterization of the Growth-Discordant Twin 


The second and smaller twin of a growth-discordant pair seems to be at higher risk 
compared with the first and smaller twin or with growth-concordant twins. 


Changes in Arterial Blood Gases Following Cardiac Asystole 
During Fetal Life 


Umbilical blood gas studies were unaffected for at least ten minutes after fetal 
cardiac asystole. 


Fetal Death Following Antepartum Fetal Heart Rate Testing: A 
Review of 65 Cases 


Among 65 cases of fetal death after antepartum FHR testing, the most frequent 
autopsy findings were meconium aspiration, infection, and abnormal cord position. 


Maternal Arterial Oxygen Saturation During Labor and Delivery: 
Pain-Dependent Alterations and Effects on the Newborn 


Peridural anesthesia in primiparas resulted in significantly less decrease in arterial 


oxygen saturation and superior neonatal acid-base status than meperidine and 
nitrous oxide. 


Can Low Birth Weight After Elevated Maternal Serum Alpha- 
Fetoprotein Be Explained by Maternal Weight? 


After adjusting for maternal weight, fewer maternal serum AFP values equaled or 
exceeded two multiples of the median; these were evenly distributed across weight 
classes, and the risk for low birth weight increased threefold, regardless of 
maternal weight. 


Mortality Among Oral Contraceptive Users 


Incidence rates for fatal illness were substantially the same among recent healthy 
users and nonusers of oral contraceptives at a large HMO from 1977-1981. 


Premenstrual Syndrome: Beneficial Effects of Periodic, Low- 
Dose Danazol 


A prospective, double-blind crossover study suggests that intermittently 
administered low-dose danazol has a beneficial effect in the treatment of PMS. 


Treatment of Premenstrual Syndrome With Alprazolam: Results 


of a Double-Blind, Placebo-Controlled, Randomized Crossover 
Clinical Trial 


Alprazolam proved significantly more effective than placebo for the treatment of a 
variety of PMS complaints. 


Factors That Correlate With Injury Sustained by Survivors of 
Sexual Assault 


Whether a victim of rape sustained physical injury strongly correlated with her age 
and race, the race of her assailant, and whether he had a weapon. 
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A Comparison of Nonculture-Dependent Methods for Detection 
of Chlamydia trachomatis Infections in Pregnant Women 


Two nonculture-dependent tests for detection of C trachomatis (MicroTrak and 
Chlamydiazyme) were found to compare favorably with routine cell culture 
methods in a high-risk obstetric group. 


Anal Sphincter Function After Delivery Rupture 


In women with significant complaints after anal sphincter rupture caused by 
vaginal delivery, anal pressure profilometry showed a reduced strength of the anal 
sphincter. 


Supine Urethroscopic and Standing Cystometry as Screening 
Methods for the Detection of Detrusor Instability 


Supine urethroscopic cystometry and standing single-channel cystometry were 
found to be poor detectors of detrusor instability when compared with 
multichannel urethrocystometry in 218 women. 


Methods of Vaginal Cuff Closure and Preservation of Vaginal 
Depth During Transvaginal Hysterectomy 


Five techniques are described for vaginal cuff closure during vaginal hysterectomy 
with preservation of vaginal depth. 


Ovarian Remnant Syndrome 


Surgical extirpation is the most appropriate treatment for ovarian remnants that 
cause significant symptoms or ureteral obstruction. 


Treatment of Vaginal Condylomata Acuminata by Weekly 
Topical Application of 5-Fluorouracil 


Weekly topical application of 5% 5-fluorouracil cream was well tolerated and 
effective in 85% of patients with condylomata acuminata of the vagina. 


Trichloroacetic Acid in the Treatment of Human Papillomavirus 
Infection of the Cervix Without Associated Dysplasia 


Eighty-five percent trichloroacetic acid appears to be an effective treatment of 
subclinical human papillomavirus infection of the cervix. 


Human Papillomavirus Associated With Vaginal Intraepithelial 
Neoplasia in Women Exposed to Diethylstilbestrol In Utero 


Human papillomavirus DNA was detected, using high-stringency in situ 
hybridization, in biopsy specimens from five DES-exposed women with vaginal 
intraepithelial neoplasia. 


The Short-Term Effect of Pelvic Irradiation for Gynecologic 
Malignancies on Bladder Function 


Bladder symptoms and urodynamic alterations during and after radiation treatment 
for cervical cancer were transient, and often resolved immediately after treatment. 


Decreased Maternal Serum Magnesium Concentration and 
Adverse Fetal Outcome in Insulin-Dependent Diabetic Women 
Decreased maternal serum magnesium concentrations were associated with an 


increased rate of adverse fetal outcomes in insulin-dependent diabetic pregnant 
women. 


Screening for Gestational Diabetes With the One-Hour 50-g 
Glucose Test 


A threshold plasma glu ose value of 135 mg/dL on a one-hour glucose screening 
test, and selective scree ng based on risk factors, may enhance the detection of 
gestational diabetes. 


Surfactant Associated Protein (SAP-35) in Amniotic Fluid From 
Diabetic and Nondiabetic Pregnancies 


In well controlled diabetic pregnancies, fetal lung maturation, as assessed by L/S 
ratio, amniotic fluid surfactant protein (SAP-35) concentration, and clinical 
respiratory distress, was not adversely affected. 
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Quantitation of Proteinuria in Pregnancy by the Use of Single 
Voided Urine Samples 


The protein/creatinine ratio of a single urine specimen, an accurate method of 
assessing renal function in the pregnant patient, was more practical than the usual 
24-hour urine collection. 


Predictability of Complications Associated With Prolongation of 
Pregnancy 


Complications occurring after 40 weeks’ gestation are not adequately predicted by 
fetal electronic monitoring or by ultrasound assessment of fetal size, placental 
grade, and amniotic fluid volume. 


Effect of Bacterial Growth on the Bursting Pressure of Fetal 
Membranes In Vitro 


Group B streptococcus and E coli grown in tissue culture medium on 
chorioamniotic membranes reduced significantly the bursting pressure of the 
membranes. 


Effect of Intraventricular Hemorrhage on the One-Year Mental 
and Neurologic Handicaps of the Very Low Birth Weight Infant 


The severity of intraventricular hemorrhage in very low birth weight infants 
correlated with long-term mental and neurologic handicaps. 


Is Endometriosis an Autoimmune Disease? 


Two-thirds of laparoscopically staged endometriosis patients demonstrated signs of 
polyclonal B lymphocyte activation. 


Skin Coliagen Changes in Postmenopausal Women Receiving 
Different Regimens of Estrogen Therapy 


The increase in skin collagen content in postmenopausal women in response to 
hormone replacement was proportional to the loss that had occurred after 
menopause. 


Effect of Menstrual Cycle on Protein Expression in Human 
Uterine Leiomyomas 


Two groups of proteins, P34 and P56, are expressed in human uterine leiomyomas 
in the proliferative phase of the menstrual cycle. 


Penetration of Bacteria and Spermatozoa Into Bovine Cervical 
Mucus 


Bacteria incubated with motile spermatozoa were allowed to migrate through 
bovine cervical mucus; mucus fractions distal to the inocula were culture negative.

B Streptococci in Pregnancy: Microbiologic Results and Clinical 
Outcome 


A latex particle agglutination test correctly identified all clinically significant group 
B streptococcus infections; the predictive value of a negative test was 98%.

The Effects of Vitamin B6 Supplementation on Premenstrual 
Symptoms 
Pyridoxine hydrochloride therapy decreased autonomic and behavioral symptoms 
in premenstrual syndrome, but not other clinically significant complaints. 


Menopausal Hot Flushes and Plasma B-Endorphins 


In physiologically menopausal women, significantly lower levels of plasma 
B-endorphin were found at the onset of hot flushes than five to 20 minutes before. 


Peripheral Dopamine Metabolism in Polycystic Ovary Syndrome 


Polycystic ovary syndrome is not accompanied by any major alterations in 
peripheral dopamine metabolism. 


Alteration of Follicle Regulatory Protein Levels in Human 
Reproductive Disorders: Anovulation 


Serum levels of follicle regulatory protein were highest in anovulatory patients, 
next highest in ovulatory patients, and lowest in postmenopausal women. 


Correlation Between Peripheral Blood and Follicular Fluid 
Autoantibodies and Impact on In Vitro Fertilization 


Abnormal autoantibodies in serum can also be demonstrated in follicular fluid, and 
are associated with decreased pregnancy rate with in vitro fertilization. 


Receptor Binding Properties and Biologic Action of 
Deglycosylated Human Chorionic Gonadotropin in Human 
Ovary and Testis 

Removal of the sugar moieties from hCG increases its binding affinity to ovarian 


and testicular LH receptors, but eliminates its ability to activate target cell 
adenylate cyclase. 


A Microbiologic and Clinical Study of Placental Inflammation at 
Term 

With rupture of membranes more than ten hours before delivery, placental 
inflammatory lesions were highly associated with clinically evident maternal 
infection and with positive amniotic fluid cultures. 


The Effect of Chorioamnionitis on the Developmental Outcome 
of Preterm Infants at One Year 
The motor and cognitive development of low birth weight infants born to mothers 


with chorioamnionitis did not differ from that of a group matched for birth weight, 
gestational age, severity of intraventricular hemorrhage, and RDS. 


Microbiologic and Serologic Studies of Gardnerella vaginalis in 
Intra-Amniotic Infection 

Based upon comparative amniotic fluid cultures and serologic study, G vaginalis 
did not play a pathogenic role in intra-amniotic infection. 

Second-Stage Fetal Heart Rate Abnormalities and Type of 
Neonatal Acidemia 

Baseline second-stage FHR abnormalities can predict which newborns are at 


increased risk of acidemia. 


The Relationship Between Fetal Biophysical Profile and Cord 
pH in Patients Undergoing Cesarean Section Before the Onset of 
Labor 


In patients undergoing cesarean section before the onset of labor, there is a 
significant relationship between the fetal biophysical profile and fetal acidosis. 
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Patient-Controlled Analgesia With Nalbuphine During Labor 


Nalbuphine was a safe and effective analgesic for labor pain when administered via 
the patient-controlled analgesia system. 


Quantitative Deoxyribonucleic Acid Analysis of Patients With 
Mild Cervical Atypia: A Potentially Malignant Lesion? 


Evidence of neoplastic transformation was found in 68% of patients with cytologic 
evidence of HPV-induced mild cervical atypia, emphasizing the necessity for 
definitive diagnosis and management. 


Q-Tip Test: A Study of Continent and Incontinent Women 


The Q-tip test is an unreliable predictor of urinary incontinence in women. 


Papillary Adenocarcinoma in the Endometrium 


Papillary adenocarcinoma of the endometrium has a different natural history from 
the more common endometrial adenocarcinoma, and is frequently understaged 
clinically. 


Tumor Size in Endometrial Cancer: A Prognostic Factor for 
Lymph Node Metastasis 
The incidence of lymph node metastasis in early endometrial cancer increases from 


5.7% in tumors less than or equal to 2 cm, to 21.7% in tumors greater than 2 cm, 
to 40% in tumors that involve the entire endometrial surface. 


Cisplatin, Vinblastine, and Bleomycin Combination 
Chemotherapy in Endodermal Sinus Tumor of the Ovary 


Short treatment with cisplatin, vinblastine, and bleomycin can improve survival in 
patients with pure endodermal sinus tumor of the ovary, even in advanced stages. 


A Histologic Evaluation of Peritoneal Injury and Repair: 
Implications for Adhesion Formation 


Different forms of peritoneal injury were studied in rabbits. 


Pregnancy After Tubo-Ovarian Transplantation 

Normal pregnancies were achieved in rats after microsurgical transplantation of 
tubo-ovarian grafts. 

Maternally Administered Antenatal Vitamin K,: Effect on 
Neonatal Prothrombin Activity, Partial Thromboplastin Time, 
and Intraventricular Hemorrhage 


Maternal vitamin K, administration before 34 weeks’ gestation improved clotting 
status and markedly decreased neonatal intraventricular hemorrhage. 


Relationship Between Fetal Growth and Maternal Fructosamine 
in Diabetic Pregnancy 


Serum fructosamine measurements in the first trimester of pregnancy correlated 
significantly with fetal growth and birth weight, indicating that diabetic control in 
early gestation may influence fetal growth. 


Ultrasound Screening for Spina Bifida: Cranial and Cerebellar 
Signs in a High-Risk Population 

Certain cranial and cerebellar signs are reliable ultrasound markers of open spina 
bifida. 

Detection of Fetal Movement Using Doppler Ultrasound 


Doppler ultrasound, as employed in antenatal cardiotocography, was used to 
detect fetal movements. 
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Normal Fetal Heart Axis and Position 


Fetal cardiac position and axis were constant in 183 fetuses from 13 weeks’ 
gestation to term; causes of abnormal heart position or axis are discussed and 
illustrated. 


Selected Use of Midline Episiotomy: Effect on Perineal Trauma 


Limiting the use of episiotomy to patients with fetal distress and/or operative 
vaginal delivery decreases subsequent perineal trauma. 


Social Support in Improving Perinatal Outcome: The Resource 
Mothers Program 


Social support improved compliance in prenatal care and significantly reduced the 
number of low birth weight infants in a population of rural pregnant teenagers.

Two cases of conduit fistula after total pelvic exenteration were managed 
successfully by inserting an antegrade ureteral stent catheter via a percutaneous 
nephrostomy. 


Human Dura Mater Allografts in Repair of Pelvic Floor and 
Abdominal Wall Defects 


Human dura mater has proved a versatile allograft to reconstruct the pelvic floor, 
replace abdominal wall fascia, and cover the femoral vessels after nodal dissection. 


Miya Hook Ligature Carrier for Sacrospinous Ligament 
Suspension 


An instrument for performing sacrospinous ligament suspension of the prolapsed 
vagina or uterus is described.

Noncontraceptive Estrogens and Mortality: Long-Term Follow- 
Up of Women in the Walnut Creek Study 
Concern about selection of healthier women for estrogen use clouded 


interpretation of results from a long-term cohort study, although lower mortality 
from cardiovascular disease in estrogen users was suggestive. 
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Multifocal Squamous Neoplasia of the Female Genital Tract: 
Significance of Human Papillomavirus Infection of the Vagina 
After Hysterectomy 


Human papillomavirus was present in the vaginas of 33% of patients after 
hysterectomy for cervical neoplasia. 


Human Papillomavirus-Associated Lesions of the Penis: 
Colposcopy, Cytology, and Histology 


About two-thirds of male sexual partners of women with cervical intraepithelial 
neoplasia had penile condyloma or dysplasia found by colposcopy and urethral 
cytology. 


Is Idiopathic Hyperprolactinemia a Transitional Stage Toward 
Prolactinoma? 


Idiopathic hyperprolactinemia is a heterogeneous entity that includes the 
following: a transitional stage between normals and prolactinomas, 
macroprolactinemia, and undiagnosed prolactinomas. 


Intravasation During Hysterosalpingography Using Oil-Base 
Contrast Medium—a Second Look 
Intravasation of oil-base medium during hysterosalpingography was not associated 


with any documented morbidity and usually involved pathology of the upper 
reproductive tract. 


Artificial Insemination With Donor Sperm: A Review of 108 
Patients 


Over 90% of pregnancies achieved with donor insemination occur by the 12th 
treatment cycle. 


Calcium Supplementation Reduces Blood Pressure During 
Pregnancy: Results of a Randomized Controlled Clinical Trial 
Calcium supplementation during pregnancy lowered systolic and diastolic blood 
pressure by 4-5 mmHg. 

A Comparison of Labetalol Plus Hospitalization Versus 
Hospitalization Alone in the Management of Preeclampsia 
Remote From Term 


Labetalol had no beneficial effect in treatment of hospitalized patients with 
preeclampsia remote from term. 


A Comparative Trial of Labetalol and Hydralazine in the Acute 
Management of Severe Hypertension Complicating Pregnancy 
Labetalol, a new combined alpha- and beta-adrenergic blocker, is a safe and 
effective alternative to hydralazine for lowering blood pressure in the peripartum 
period. 

A Prospective Study Investigating the Mechanism of 
Thrombocytopenia in Preeclampsia 

Thrombin action was not a major contributor to thrombocytopenia in preeclampsia, 


but elevated levels of platelet-associated IgG in some patients suggest immune 
mechanisms may be responsible. 


Cardiovascular Responses to Isometric Handgrip Exercise: An 
Invasive Study in Pregnancy-Induced Hypertension 

No significant differences were observed between women with pregnancy-induced 
hypertension and pregnant controls with regard to cardiovascular and 
sympathoadrenal responses to isometric handgrip exercise. 


Underestimation of Gestational Age by Conventional Crown- 
Rump Length Dating Curves 


Fetal crown-rump length dating curves derived from ovulation-timed rather than 
menstrually timed pregnancies improve the accuracy of sonographic dating. 
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Ultrasound Placental Grading and Amniotic Fluid Quantitation 
in Prolonged Pregnancy 349 


An ultrasound study showed that grading of the placenta does not refine clinical 
management based on amniotic fluid quantitation. 


The Four-Quadrant Assessment of Amniotic Fluid Volume: An 
Adjunct to Antepartum Fetal Heart Rate Testing 353 
A new four-quadrant technique for ultrasound assessment of amniotic fluid 


volume showed that a low index was associated with a significant increase in 
adverse perinatal outcome. 


Fetal Biophysical Profile and Perinatal Death 357 


In 5034 high-risk pregnancies assessed using fetal biophysical variables, perinatal 
death was most accurately predicted by fetal movement and the full biophysical 
profile. 


Ultrasound Evaluation of the Distal Femoral Epiphyseal 
Ossification Center as a Screening Test for Intrauterine Growth 
Retardation 361 


After 34 weeks’ gestation, the epiphyseal ossification center of the femur can be 
visualized by ultrasound in normal, but usually not in growth-retarded, fetuses. 


Does Extra-Amniotic Infection Cause Preterm Labor? Gas-Liquid 
Chromatography Studies of Amniotic Fluid in Amnionitis, 
Preterm Labor, and Normal Controls 365 


Gas-liquid chromatographic isolation of short-chain organic acids suggests that 
occult extra-amniotic infection may be a cause of preterm labor. 


Sarcoidosis and Pregnancy 369 


A ten-year experience with 15 pregnant patients with sarcoidosis revealed a usually 
benign course, but an occasional fatal outcome that may be predicted prenatally. 


Utilization of Obstetrician-Gynecologists and Prevention of 
Cervical Cancer 373 
In a case-control study, the protective effect of recent Pap tests received from an 


obstetrician-gynecologist is compared with that of Pap tests received from other 
types of providers. 


Psychosocial Impact of Urinary Incontinence in Women 378 


The psychosocial impact of urinary incontinence differed by urodynamic diagnosis, 
and showed modest relationships to objective measures of incontinence. 


Pseudoincontinence Secondary to Unopposed Estrogen 
Replacement in the Surgically Castrate Premenopausal Female 382 


Estrogen replacement was associated with uncontrolled fluid loss per vagina, 
which responded to the addition of a progestin. 


Antibiotics and Suction Drainage as Prophylaxis in Vaginal and 
Abdominal Hysterectomy 384 


Antibiotics were superior to suction drainage for infection prophylaxis with vaginal 


hysterectomy, but the two approaches gave similar results with abdominal 
hysterectomy. 


Endometrial Cytohistology by the Pistol-Aspiration Technique: 
Clinical Applicability 389 


The pistol aspiration technique is valuable for diagnosing corpus uteri cancer in 
symptomatic women.

Fetal Hemorrhage From Umbilical Cord Hemangioma 


Acute massive fetal hemorrhage from an umbilical cord hemangioma occurred after 
spontaneous rupture of the membranes. Other anomalies included a patent 
vitellointestinal duct remnant and distal ileal atresia. 


Cardiac Output in a Fetus With Erythroblastosis Fetalis:

A patient being treated for fetal supraventricular tachycardia with high-dose 
quinidine became quinidine toxic, with a therapeutic serum quinidine but a 
markedly elevated serum 3-hydroxyquinidine, an active metabolite.

Cardiovascular Effects of Ritodrine Tocolysis: A New 
Noninvasive Method to Measure Pulmonary Capillary Pressure 
During Pregnancy 


Ritodrine therapy was associated with a progressive rise in pulmonary capillary 
pressure, as measured using a noninvasive method. 


Middle Cerebral Artery Doppler Flow Velocity Waveforms 


Doppler blood flow velocity waveforms from the middle cerebral arteries in normal 
fetuses showed a progressive decline in the peak systolic to end-diastolic ratio 
toward term; hypoxic fetuses had elevated diastolic velocities and diminished 
ratios. 


Blood Flow Velocity Waveforms in Human Fetal Intracranial 
Arteries 


Blood flow waveform analysis in fetal intracranial arteries revealed that increased 
diastolic flow correlated with subsequent heart rate abnormalities and small-for- 
dates newborns. 


Doppler Evaluation of Umbilical Venous and Arterial Blood 
Flow in the Second and Third Trimesters of Normal Pregnancy 


In normal pregnant women, umbilical venous flow increases, flow per kilogram 
declines, and systolic/diastolic ratio decreases toward term. 


Intrinsic Intrathoracic Malformations of the Fetus: Sonographic 
Detection and Clinical Presentation 


The antenatal detection of intrinsic intrathoracic congenital malformations is 
possible, but requires a high index of suspicion and familiarity with their 
sonographic appearance.
